The Flowers of the Forest” re-echoed haunt- 
ingly over a quiet churchyard at Brockwood, in 


Surrey, England, thia week, as Canadian troops, 
who had fought so gallantly on the beaches of 
Dieppe, bade a solemn and sincere farewell to 
forty-one of their number whp laid down their 
lives in the great Commando raid.

All of Canada's great heart is bound up in The 
Unknown Warrior buried in the Canadian ceme- 
tery at the quiet Surrey village. There is no- 
where a mother, a father or a child who does not 
today feel that, while brave men were laid there 
at reat, their spirit marches onward, conquering 
and all unconquered still A little plece of Can- 
ada has blossomed in an English churchyard, of 
& quality that compares with the finest and the 
brightest blooms that this country has ever 
known, There, as a magnet for the nation's heart, 
# rests; an added warrant of a pledge that was 
made long, long ago, and which is today being 
honored even unto death, 

Across the span of twenty-five years, The Un- 
known Warrior of Vimy Ridge is Joined by The 
Unknown Warrior of Dieppe; and both of them 
are seen to be men of the same calibre, of the 
same kind, Between them, they stand for all of 
Canada’s battle dead; and worthy of the highest 
honor that this nation can pay in Its most sincere 
and grateful memory. “The Flowers of the For- 
eat,” that plaintive, sad Highland air, has echoed 
over the grave of many a brave man before, and 
may do so innumerable times again, yet ever it 
stands for the same thing; the utmost sacrifice 
of which human beings are capable. 

There is not much that can be sald to comfort 
those whose sober task !s mourning. Yet this Is 
true: It isa nation that mourns with them, heart 
to heart, mind to mind, and hand In hand. Lights 
that no storm can blow out have been set high 
up in the long corridor of time, as a beacon and 
a guide to all those who must come after; as high 
perhaps, as eyer man's bravery has ever reached. 
There is a new name on the battle honors of the 
Dominion of Canada, and an ache In the hearts 
of the land, For all Canafians have listened to 
"The Flowers of the Forest,” and know its mean- 
ing well Ly

moment, the pride of ar onor, unextingulshed, 
and-which but shines thébrighter still.

Only 
time can heal the wound a nation suffers, Only 
years can fill the breach of loved one lost and 
mourned. And yet there is. the singing pride that 
lifts us up, proclaiming these were men, and like 
heroes did they die. Some comfort rests in that 

There remains the jasue, and the challenge. It 
i a vital issue, and a desperate challenge. Brave 
men must not be left to die in vain. That which 
they sought, twenty-five years ago and again 
today, mist be attained and won, It is there that 
the lights of courage and of sacrifice must beckon, 
leading us on to the consummation of that trust 
in victory. Beyond victory, and as wide as the 
hearts of men can make il, is the goal The Un- 
known Warrior sought—peace, security and rea- 
gon, and for all mankind 

It is only so that we may support the parting, 
and say farewell to those whose vallant lights 
shine on throughout the lowering, mortal storm. 
In humility, in grim determination, Canada sal- 
utes her dead; and pledges once again that they 
did not, will not, must not lay down their lives 
in vain! May God give strength today to those 
who sorely need it; those for whom no passing 
roll of years can ere bring back flesh of their 
flesh, bone of their bone, and hands they kissed in 
tenderness and love, It is a nation mourns!

Belf-criticiam has been called the striking vir- 
tue of the Anglo-Saxon race, yet there are times 
when It pays to leave off belaboring a willing 
horsé.

RATION BOOKS 


Permanent ration books are being mailed out 
now to the general public on Vancouver Island; 
with 150,000 books to go into public hands in the 
course of the next few days, Six commodities are 
to be rationed; including three named, and three 
others left in blank at present. Tea, coffee and 
sugar are detailed. The caution, already found 
necessary, is that the public should read the In- 
structions in the books carefully, before detach- 
ing any part. 

The detalls of rationing, when the plan ls more 
fully known, can always be argued on thelr own 
merits. It will only add confusion to the case, 
however, to handle the permanent ration books 
without first fully understanding what they are 
all about. In particular, a card form at the back 
of the book—which looks as if It should be filled 
out afid mailed—should not bé mailed, but should 
be retained by the holder for the present 

Here is a case where patience and a little in- 
vestigation on the part of the public will improve 
conditions all around. Rationing, to function. at 
all, must work evenly and along the lines laid 
down, Otherwise there will be a minor form of 
chaos. It is assumed that the Dominion Itself will 
make known the full plan, when that has been 
worked out, Meanwhile, the public should pre- 
serve its ration books intact, read them, and fol- 
low instructions implicitly. 


SWALLOWING THE ANCHOR 


Strictly speaking, Captain A, J, Holland, ma- 
rine superintendent of the Canadian Pacific 
Steamships, Ltd., “swallowed the anchor” some 
little time ago, when he came ashore to accept 
the berth that he has since filled with charac- 
teristic distinction and cheerfulness. Now, how- 
ever, he has made tt official, by retiring from the 
service after thirty-six years of an adventurous 
life in both sail and steam. 

Felicitated this week by a group of transpor- 
tation colleagues, Captain Holland spoke affec- 
tionately of the great white liners which have 
plied the waters of the Pacific for some four 
decades. Trained In sail, Captain Holland spent 
some time in service with the Cunard and other 
lines before coming to this coast. It waa in 1906 
that he joined the first “Empress of Japan,” as 
fourth officer. He rose rapidly in the Trans-Pa- 
cific service, where he was known as a first rate 
master; commanding the Empress of Russia and 
the newer Empress of Japan in turn, and holding 
relief commands on their two sister vessels. 

As staff captaln on one Empress liner, Captain 
Holland went through the Yokohama earthquake 
disaster of September, 1923, when that vessel took 
a leading part in the rescue work after the holo- 
caust.
